SPRINGFIELD, Mo, Sept 27

More than 1,000 veterans from the 
rugged Ozatk hills, angered by 
the failure of the state legislature 
to pax* a bonus law’, assembled a 
motor caravan today for a drive to 
the state capitol at Jefferson City 
in the nation a first postwar "bo­ 
nus march." 
The veterans, led by former Ma­ 
rine Corporal Murl E Owen, sent 
a telegram to Gov. Phil M. Don-j 
nelly, telling him they would knock 
on the statehouse door Saturday \ 
to demand a $400 bonus. 
"And the governor had better 
be in town or we'll go after him." 
Owen said.

mile trip. Owen estimated that SOO

Failures In Flow of Blood 


Bj HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M D. 
THERE is an old saying that 
we never appreciate health until 
we lose it, and it is equally true 
that we often fail to realize the 
body* marvelous complexity until 
we observe what happens when 
something goes wrong. 
Consider for instance, the cir­ 
culation of t)ie blood, so vital to 
life and health. We usually think 
of it in quite simple terms as de­ 
pending only on the strength and 
regularity of the heart which 
keeps this vital 
fluid 
moving 
rhythmically through our arteries 
and veins. Most of us are con­ 
vinced that so long as this pump 
is sound, circulation will be nor­ 
mal. 
True to Large Extent 
To a large extent this is true, 
but nothing in the body is quite 
as simple as that, lf we reflect for 
a moment we can easily see that 
the heart may be good and circula­ 
tion still not be kept up because 
of disturbances in the blood ves­ 
sels. Or, of course, it may also be 
caused by trouble in the heart 
alone. 
Dr. Tinsley R. Harrison of Dal­ 
las distinguishes different types 
of failure of the circulation by 
two names, forward and backward 
failure. The first may be due to 
either heart or blood vessel dis­ 
turbances; in the second only the 
heart is not working properly. 
Now, circulation is a two-way 
affair. Blood is pumped out* a r . 
from the heart to the tissues 
through the arteries. It returns to 
the heart through the veins and 
power for this return trip is given 
not so much by the heart beat it­ 
self as by pressure of the taut 
walls of the veins and contractions 
of muscles through which they 
pass. 
The veins are equipped with 
valves here and there, which pre­ 
vent the ascending blood from 
falling back and keep it moving 
ever forward on its journey to the 
heart. 


Thus anything which tends to 
prevent free-flow of blood in the 
veins interferes with circulation. 
One such interference comes about 
through disturbances in the nerv­ 
ous system which cause the walla 
of the veins to relax and the veins 
themselves to enlarge, thus per­ 
mitting the blood to congest in 
these tubes. Flabby muscles in 
elderly people or in those recover­ 
ing from some illness help to make 
this condition worse. 
Similar Condition 
There is a somewhat similar 
condition, orthostatic hypotension 
in which there is low blood pres­ 
sure when the person is standing 
and normal pressure when he is 
lying down. This may show itself 
in attacks of weakness or fainting. 
Orthostatic hypotension may be 
relieved by having the patient 
sleep with his head raised, on 
several pillows; by using certain 
drugs which cause the blood ves­ 
sels to contract and by putting 
pressure bandages around the ab­ 
domen. Elastic bandages on the 
legs may help to overcome the 
congestion of blood in the veins. 
Forward failure may also be 
caused by sudden changes in the 
heart’s rate of beating, such as 
occur in a condition known as 
paroxysmal tachycardia in which 
the heart beat ii speeded up to 
racing tempo. 
Symptoms of backward failure, 
produced only by disorders of the 
heart itself, will depend on which 
side of the heart fails at its work. 
Shortness of breath, cough and 
congestion in the lungs comes with 
failure of the left side of the heart, 
whereas swelling of the veins, col­ 
lection of fluid in the tissues and 
enlargement of the liver are signs 
of failure of the right side of the 
heart. 
In any ease of circulatory fail­ 
ure. there is need for a careful 
study to discover the cause before 
effective treatm ent can be carried 
out.
